Their Health and Studies Improved 
With More Nourishing Food 


At the congress on school hygiene, 


held In Buffalo In August,'Dr. Walter 
M, Roach, district supervisor of school 
medlcai 
inspectors 
Jn 
Philadelphia, 


reported the results obtained among 
schoolchildren of ages from 6 to H 
years after the establishment 
of 


food clinic In certain schools In his 
district. 
Many of the children were 


fount! to he coming to school with 
Insufficient 
or no breakfasts. 
The 


children were fed for a, period of four 
weeks In the spring of 1913 at the 
morning recess period with some form 
of .cereal and milk, the form of cereal 
being changed dally. In all, 113 chil- 
dren were fed in this manner- 
In a 


group of tifty. who were carefully 
weighed, 
measured, and 
physically 


examined before the beginning of the 
feeding ahd afterward, it was found 
that there was an aggregate gain of 
over 252 pounds. But the increase In 
weight from a given amount ot* food 
In the time mentioned was not the 
chief advantage gained. Some of the 
children gained little or nothing In 
weight, but It was found that they 
all Improved In color, increased In 
hemoglobin 
percentage, 
gained 
In 


spirits and activity, and were less 
nervous and irritable. They were able 
to study better and their work pro- 
gressively increased in effectiveness, 
which was demonstrated 
by 
their 


grades. The average grades for the 
whole school, 350 pupils, including the 
113 who were given the feedings, in- 
creased in spelling from 75,4 to S2.3. 
and In arithmetic from 69 to 72. 
For 


the same period the averages of the 
pupils of the second grade attending 
the clinics Increased from 71 to S7 
In spelling, and from 59.S to 71.3 in 
arithmetic. ' In the third and fourth 
grades, as also in the special classes 
for retarded pupils, the improvements 
were equally notable.

evidence for 


showing that a child is 14 years of 
age. if such papers can he paid to be 
required. I am of opinion that it cn.n- 
not bo so broadly construed. 


"Tins provision with respect to fees 


obviously applies to all records and 
papers required by said section fiO. 
as amended hy section IS of chapter 
71&. and would doubtiess apply to cer- 
tificates or other papers slpneri. by 
officials connected with the schools' o'f 
any city or town, and required under 
any of ths provisions of the act. It 
could nnf. however, apply either to tbe 
certificate or the family phyeician, or 
to a baptismal certificate or a duly 
attested transcript thereof, or

passport or n duly attested immigra- 
tion record, or transcript thereof, or

' Battle With Pursuers 


BOSTON, Oct.-24.—Two bandits, each 


armed with-a brace of revolvers, after 
breaking into tho Bleachery railroad 
Htaiion in''Waitham yesterday after- 
iic/bn, engaged in a running gun flght 
with police of three towns until one 
fell riddled with revolver builds and 
duck shot. 
The other escaped 
In 


Newton. 


William DuboJs, 17 years old, who 


lives in the Pleasant Valley suction of 
Lawrence, Is at Ihe Newton hospital 
vrlih 17 pieces of shot arid bullets in 
his body. 
A police guard Is watch- 


Ing him, and If he survives he will be 
charged with assault with attempt to 
kill. 
None of the shower -of bullets 


which " sped from his: revolvers found 
a mark, although several policemen 
apd boys had- narrow, escapes. 


The raid of the two young bandits, 


their efforts at escape, the pitched bat- 
tle in the underbrush beside, the rail- 
road tracks at Newton' and the final 
capture of one, after, a" well known 
woman resident had passed a loaded 
shotgun to one of the pursuers it. the 
face of a, storm of bullets, formed the 
greatest sensation 
which the entire 


section through which they passed has 
fiver experienced1. , 


George Green, whom 
Dubols says 
was his companion, has escaped. All 
efforts of the police to 
locate 
him 


have proved unavailing. 
Point Guns at Ofllcers 


The two young men were sitting in 


the Bleachery station yesterday after- 
noon about 2.35, when Station Master 
J. F. Mason locked up his little 
office 


to go outside- to look after some bag- 


. g&ge. 
When he came back he saw 
' the two young men rifling his office. 


They had broken in the door. 


Mason grappled with them and was 


pushed aside while both ran away. He 
telephoned the Waitham police. 
In- 


spector McKenna followed after them 
in an automobile. 
He caught up with 


them and they covered him \ylth their 
revolvers and 
went Into 
the bushes 


near Bemis. There the two separated 
and McKonna telephoned the police of 
tsur round ing towns and 
cities 
and 


hovered about their wake. Green went 
toward "Wakham again, keeping- away 
from the roads. 
Doboia found a boat 


on the bank of the Charles river near 
the Bemis bridge, 4,unhooked It and 
started down stream* toward Water- 
town.

liceman John J. Clifford was at

,he fugitive could be found. Unabl 
to locate Dubols they became boldc 
and ran about the bushes and pee 
at every object large enough^to con 
ceal a body. 
Found Under a Wheelbarrow 


This search led them to the estat 


of George Sanborn, 121 Oakleigh road 
Xewton. At the rear of the estate I 
a sort of cellar, which is enclosed wit 
a lattice work, where various cast-oi 
household goods are stored.

searching around the cellar the boy 
decided as a last resort to explore it- 
interior. Back underneath a litter o 
goods they spied a wheelbarrow, abou 
which was drawn an old rug.

This question Is one that there 
has been much discussion upon. It 
would be a great convenience and 
profit to the sellers and users of

They expressed tho opinion, however, 
that their briefs would lay special em- 
phasis upon tho Impossibility of in- 
dicting an Insane person on a charge 
of conspiracy. 


Thaw's attorneys are of the opinion 


that tho finding ot the 
Indlctmc-nt 


marks the beginning of an entirely new 
case, and the governor Bharos his view. 
They wens not surprised when told of 
tho action In New York, but were 
somewhat astonished that Jerome had 
been able to secure an Indictment so 
quickly. 
Thaw himself seemed little 


disturbed. It was last ntght considered 
unlikely that a final decision In the 


. case will bo reached within a month.

FOOD FOR CHILDREN 


Interesting Experiment Showed That 


Their Health and Studies Improved 
With More Nourishing Food 
At the congress on school hygiene, 


held In Buffalo in August, Dr. Walter 
M. Hoach, district supervisor of school 
medical 
Inspectors 
in 
Philadelphia, 


reported the results obtained among 
schoolchildren of ages from 6 to .11 
years after the establishment of a 
food clinic In certain schools in his 
district. Many of the children were 
found to be coming to school' with 
Insufficient -or no breakfasts. 
The 


children were fed for a period of four 
weeks in the spring of 1913 at the 
morning recess period with some form 
of cereal and milk, the form of cereal 
being changed daily. In all, 113 chil- 
dren were fed in this manner.

THE WEATHER FORECASTS 


May be Made Six Months In Advance 


by Study of the Sun, Sayn ProfedJior 
Froat 
That It will soon be possible to de- 


termine general weather conditions six 
months ^r longer In advance by careful 
observation o£ solar conditions Is the 
belief expressed by Professor Frost, of 
the Yerkes observatory, who has just 
completed an'exhaustive series of stud- 
ies relating to variations In the amount 
of heat sent out-by the sun. 
Such 


advance forecasts would revolutionize 
agriculture all over the world. 
• The 


amount of heat sent out by the sun 
varies slightly from day to day, but 
the big variations, which aro the ones 
that affect weather conditions, occur in 


seal Blipping Into the water from a 
rock,, a springing lion or a leaping- 
antelope, the instant the rifle cracks

ary, a small direct-driven 
air com- 


pressor maintains a constant blast of 
cold air on the film. 


The. switchboard which carries the 


relay also carries a dashpot which con- 
trols the spot-extinguishing movement 
of the screen and the restarting of the 
machine. 
The screen Itself is formed 


by two sheets ot stout paper, on hori- 
zontal rollers, and a third sheet, form- 
ing a stay, on vertical rollers. 
These 


screens are aranged to move a frac- 
tion of an Inch—roughly the diameter 
of a shot-hole—after each shot, thus 
obliterating the hole. 
This Is done by 


a ratchet actuated by a solenoid. When 
the relay.Is brought Into action by the 
sound of a shot, it closes the circuit o£ 


timing dashpot, which rises slowly 


until the upper contacts closo the cir- 
cuit of the screen solenoid.

It may be (rue that Ihc insolvency 


of Ihc Traders bank is not duo 10 the 
faults of Its management or the eva- 
sion of P-ny law framed for ihe pro- 
tection of (he people, but tills convic- 
tion li hot IfaWo to bring much con- 
eolation to the thousands whose de- 
posits are held up. especially to those 
who had de-posited all their earnings 
in the savings Jepartmc-nt 
of 
the 


closed Institution. They are liable !o 
feel that had thc-y selected a savings 
bank proper, Itmlted by stringent laws 


'in the sphere of its invc-stmejit of the 


people's ir.oney, and under the watch- 
ful supervision of the Massachusetts 
savings bank commission, they \vouM 
not be now \vaiting for tho decision 
of the federal receiver to know wheth- 
er thty arc to fret their hard earned 
money back wholly or in part. Th«y 
have also learned that it is poor pol- 
icy to be lured by the larger interest 
when It implies the larger risk.
